Iiir,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
state  of  the  Public  Health  in  the  Rural  District  of  Tendring 
for  the  year  1972. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  district  is  lower  by  about  one 
point,  which  reflects  the  decline  in  birth  rate  for  the  whole 
of  the  United  Kingdom  for  1972,  but  the  number  of  illegitimate 
births  has  risen. 

The  death  rate  remains  around  the  same  figure  as  for 
last  year  and  well  below  the  national  figure,  but  it  is 
satisfactory  to  report  that  no  infant  deaths  are  recorded. 
Consideration  of  the  table  showing  causes  of  death  indicates 
that  70  persons  died  from  cancer,  a  decrease  of  17  from  last 
year  which  included  16  cases  of  lung  cancer.  Coronary  disease 
and  cerebral  haemorrhage  remains  the  most  frequent  cause  of 
death,  accounting  for  218  notifications. 

The  notification  of  infectious  disease  numbered  72  and 
measles  once  again  was  top  of  the  list  with  67  recorded  cases 
a  slight  increase  from  the  previous  year.  There  was  one  death 
from  tuberculosis  in  a.n  elderly  male.  No  cases  of  food 
poisoning  v;ere  recorded. 

Attendances  at  the  County  Council  Clinics  for 
immunisation  v/ore  maintained.  1,250  primary  courses  were 
administered  and  1,180  booster  injections.  Vaccinations 
against  smallpox  are  much  reduced  in  number  as  this  v/ork  is  now 
being  carried  out  by  general  practitioners. 

The  Y/ater  supply  remains  satisfactory  as  hitherto.  The 
total  quantity  supplied  by.  the  Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks 
Company  amounted  to  424.587  million  gallons,  an  increase  of  38 
million  gallons  since  the  previous  year.  New  connexions  to 
the  mains  amounted  to  275  and  over  5,000  yards  of  new  mains 
were  laid.  The  fluoride  content  remains  at  1.0  to  1,5  parts 
per  million.  A  detailed  account  including  analyses  both 
chemical  and  bacteriological  appears  elsewhere  in  the  report. 

V/ork  is  nearing  completion  of  the  first  phase  of  the 
Northern  Area  Sev/age  Scheme,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  opening 
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of  the  Lav/ford  Treatment  Works  will  take  place  towards  the 
middle  of  next  year.  The  second  stage  to  include  services 
for  Bradfield  will  also  commence  next  year.  The  sewage  scheme 
for  Parke s ton  has  now  been  finalised  by  rising  main  into  the 
Harwich  system  and  thus  obviate  discharge  into  the  Stour 
estuary. 

Demolition  of  old  Council  houses  and  replacement  with 
new  twO“bedroomed  accommodation  which  is  in  much  demand  has 
been  continued  and  the  removal  of  pre-fabricated  dv/ollings  from 
a  site  with  replacement  by  119  properties  is  intended. 
Erection  of  nev7  houses  by  private  enterprise  amounted  to  204 
and  16  new  Council  houses  were  completed. 

This  is  likely  to  be  the  last  Annual  Hoport  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  the  appointment  will  be  terminated 
in  April  1974  with  the  reorganisation  of  the  national  Health 
Service.  I  would  therefore  in  conclusion  like  to  express  my 
special  gratitude  to  the  Council,  the  Public  Health  Committee, 
and  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  to  the  staff  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  their  co-operation  during  my  years 
of  service  v/ith  the  Council.  Mention  should  also  be  made  of 
my  secretary,  Miss  Henagulph,  who  will  finally  retire  in  Iferch 
1974>  for  her  devoted  service  over  25  years,  particularly  with 
regard  to  the  preparation  of  the  Annual  Reports.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks  Company  supply  and 
distribute  all  the  mains  water  in  the  district.  The  following 
information  about  the  Waterworks  Company’s  Supply  has  been 
given  by  Mr,  J,  A.  W.  Rayner,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Company. 

"Practically  the  whole  of  the  water  supplied  to  the 
district  was  obtained  from  our  Dedham  Pumping  Station,  with 
some  assistance  from  the  Company's  subsidiary  sources  at 
La.wford,  Great  Bentley,  Stratford-St-I'.'Iary  and  Higham. 

The  estimated  quantity  of  water  supplied  to  the  area 
of  the  Tendring  Rural  District  in  the  tv/olve  months  ended  31st 
December  1972,  amounted  to  1930172.502  cubic  metres  (424.587 
million  gallons);  an  average  daily  consumption  of  5273.360 
cubic  metres  (l,l60  million  gallons). 

The  total  quantity  taken  for  domestic  purposes  during 
the  year  was  1347234*376  cubic  metres  (296,356  million  gallons); 
an  average  daily  consumption  of  3682.260  cubic  metres  (O.8IO 
million  gallons).  The  total  amount  taken  through  trade  meters 
was  582938.126  cubic  metres  (128,231  million  gallons);  an 
average  daily  consumption  of  1591.100  cubic  metres  (0.350 
million  gallons).  The  total  number  of  connections  (domestic 
and  trade)  made  in  the  year  in  the  Rural  District  amounted  to 
275*  Approximately  5016,53  metres  of  new  mains  v/ere  laid  in 
the  Tendring  Rural  District  during  the  year,  this  includes  3000 
metres  of  12"  main  relaid  as  10"  at  Little  Clacton  and  55 
metres  of  4"  re laid  in  Great  Bentley, 

With  regard  to  the  information  required  under  items 
(a)  to  (e)  this  is  as  follows 

(a)  The  supply  of  water  to  the  district  has  been 
satisfactorily  maintained  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 
Samples  of  raw  water  are  taken  monthly;  these  are 
generally  for  chemical  analysis  only.  Monthly  samples 
at  each  station  are  taken  after  aeration  and  chlorination 
and  for  these  both  the  chemical  and  bacteriological 
results  are  given  in  the  analyses.  In  addition  samples 
are  also  taken  at  least  monthly  of  all  ^.i/ater  stored  in 
the  Company's  reservoirs,  tanlcs  and  water  towers.  These 
samples  are  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
only. 

(b)  There  is  no  evidence  of  plumbo— solvent  action. 
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(c)  At  the  pumping  stations  where  continous  chlorination 
is  cai?ried  out,  a  test  of  the  chlorine  residual  is  made 
once  per  shift  (i.e.  every  eight  hours) 5  a  residual  of 
0,2  p.p.m,  of  chlorine  is  maintained. 

If  samples  taken  from  storage  show  high  bacterial 
counts,  then  a  further  check  sample  is  taken  for 
presumptive  test,  the  results  of  which  are  known  within 
48  hours.  If  the  high  count  is  confirmed  the  storage 
reservoir  etc.  is  taken  out  of  service  while  the  contents 
are  thoroughly  sterilized  with  a  fairly  high  dose  of 
chlorine, 

(d)  The  population  supplied  is  approximately  30,000  and 
there  are  214  standpipes  in  use  supplying  domestic 
properties  and  caravan  sites,  and  possibly  a  further  500 
or  so  standpipes  in  use  as  subsidiary  supply  points  on 
commercial  sites,  domestic  properties  as  garden  watering 
points  and  in  farm  properties  for  agricultural  use. 

(o)  The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  supplied  in  the 

Tendring  Rural  District  Council  area  is  of  the  order  of 
1,0  p.p.m,  to  1,5  p.p.m.
